The end of lact summer saw Cadorna'3army on the point or making the
long hoped for break in the Teutoniclines.

The r.cxt month the Germans attacked.and the Italian line crumpled.The United States Food Admlnistrahadnot been created by Congress until
August 1th. There is no particular
reason why it should not have been
created two months earlier. Its work'is to prevent just such contingencies
as the cutting of the Italian ration.
The%work of the Food Administrationis two jobs rather than one. The

first task Is to see that the food in
the more concentrated forms is saved
from unnecessary consumption here
in order that it may bo shipped to
Europe.
As part of this task Mr. Hoover

asks every American to cat each day
one ounce doss of sugar than he usuallyeats. Is he trying to inflict a
hardship when ho asks that? Americanswho do as he requests will
still cat three-fourths of their normal
consumption of sugar. But the Englishare getting only a little more
than one fourth as much sugar as
they used to eat.
American confectioners have been

putting 400.000 tons of sugar a year
into candy. That amount of sugar
would all but supply the entire English
demand at the present rato ot consumption.Recently the administrationlias cut the candy makers down
200,000 tons a year. The money value
of the sugar so saved Is enough to
feed all of Belgium for one year.
In restricting the candy makers the

Administration was performing the
second part of Its task.that of controllingthe distribution of food supplies.Tn its conservation work the
Administration deals directly wtb producerand consumer. On the side of
control'it deals with the manufacturerand the wholesaler.
But keeping down the cost of living

Is not tho primary object of the Administration.It opposes hoarding,
not so much because hoarding raises
prices, as because it keeps food out
of the market at the very times when
It Is most seriously needed. The Administration'slicensing system has
practically eliminated hoarding. Jobbers,wholesalers and big retailers can
do busfeess only If they have a license.If they are caught hoarding,
a forfeiture of their license puts them
out of business forthwith. Public
opinion keeps the small retailers in
line.where patriotism doesn't do It.
